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Elba Police make one 
arrest stemming from 
April 17 shooting event

Elba Police made an 
arrest Saturday, May 5, in 
the ongoing investigation 
of the April 17th shooting 
incident that ended in the 
Family Dollar Store park- 
ing lot in Elba. 

One victim was shot in 
that incident. He was 
released from the hospital 
the same evening as the 
shooting. 

Elba Police Chief Freddy 
Hanchey said the shooting 
allegedly began on Martin 
Luther King Drive, and the 
victim was transported to 
the parking lot of the 
Family Dollar Store, locat- 
ed on Claxton Avenue. 
Reportedly, gunshots con- 
tinued in this area as well 
before police arrived on 
scene. 

On Saturday, May 5, 
Elba Police located and 
arrested Anthony Dewayne 
Stoudemire, age 37, of Elba 
in regards to this incident. 
Chief Hanchey said it is not 
believed that Stoudemire 
was the one who actually 
shot the victim; however, 
he was charged with dis- 
charging a firearm into an 
occupied vehicle during 
that April 17th incident. 

Upon his arrest last 
Saturday, he subsequently 
was charged with addition- 
al offenses after officers 
found him in possession of 
a weapon. The additional 
charges Stoudemire faces

include unlawful posses- 
sion of a concealed weapon 
and possession of a pistol 
by a felon. 

Stoudemire was trans- 
ported to the Coffee County 
Jail after his arrest on these 
charges. His bonds were set 
at $20,000 for discharging a 
firearm into an occupied 
vehicle; and $5,000 each 
for an ex-felon in posses- 
sion of a firearm and 
unlawful pistol in a vehicle. 

Stoudemire currently is 
out of jail after posing bond 
on May 7th. 

Chief Hanchey said the 
investigation into the April 
17th shooting incident 
remains open at this time as 
more suspects could still be 
identified.

the Animal Shelter fee in 
Elba to the City of Elba, as 
well as, pay the Town of 
New Brockton its fee for 
violating the animal ordi- 
nance. 

Mayor Kathy Holley said 
the correction to the ordi- 
nance was needed to clarify 
that New Brockton does 
not have its own animal 
shelter and therefore ani- 
mals picked up are taken to 
the shelter in Elba instead. 

The council voted to pay 
an additional $1,335 on the 
town’s workmen’s compen- 
sation insurance. Town 
clerk Debbie Andrews 
explained the town had 
already paid a bill for 
$9,788, but a re-audit found 
the town’s payroll to be 
high enough to warrant an 
additional charge. She said 
she had expected this addi- 
tional bill. 

A review of the monthly 
financial statement showed 
the town had a total in oper- 
ating funds for all accounts 
of $319,738.34 at the end 
of April. Income for the 
month was $63,797.09 and 
expenses were $48,653.98. 

Andrews estimated the 
regular operating bills for 
the month of May would be 
$21,343.03, and council 
members gave the go ahead 
for her to pay these bills as 
they come in to the office. 

Mayor Holley happily 
noted the town had 
received a donation from 
the Coffee County 


Commission of a 2014 
Tahoe vehicle for the 
town’s police department’s 
use. The Tahoe was previ- 
ously used by the Coffee 
County Sheriff’s Office as 
a deputy vehicle. 

“It has everything it 
needs except a radio,” 
Holley said. “I want to 
thank the Coffee County 
Sheriff’s Office and the 
Coffee County 
Commission for this. It was 
recommended by the 
Sheriff’s Office for the 
vehicle to be donated and 
the Commission approved 
it.” 

Upon the mayor’s rec- 
ommendation, the council 
voted to go ahead and pur- 
chase a digital radio for this 
Tahoe. She also recom- 
mended some mechanical 
repair work to replace the 
rotors on it, and council 
members approved that as 
well. 

The mayor said once the 
rotor work is completed 
and the digital radio 
installed the Tahoe would 
be ready for patrol use for 
the town. 

Also during the meeting, 
the council approved a 
motion to purchase a new 
chief badge for the police 
chief and five new patrol- 
man badges for the officers. 

The next New Brockton 
Town Council meeting is 
set for Monday, June 4, at 6 
p.m. at the New Brockton 
Town Hall.

Alert on synthetic 
cannabinoids 
issued by ADPH 


The Alabama Department 
of Public Health (ADPH) 
cautions the public about the 
hazards of synthetic cannabi- 
noids after the Illinois 
Department of Public Health 
(IDPH) linked serious com- 
plications including death to 
their use. 

Similar findings have been 
identified in other states 
including Florida, Indiana, 


Kentucky, Maryland, 
Missouri, Pennsylvania, 
Virginia and Wisconsin. 


ADPH has conducted a 
review of possible cases, but 
has not confirmed any cases 
in Alabama to date. 

Synthetic cannabinoids are 
toxic psychoactive chemical 
compounds that mimic mari- 
juana and have a high poten- 
tial for abuse. These chemi- 
cals are called cannabinoids 
because they reportedly stim- 
ulate the same brain areas 
affected by marijuana. The 
manufactured products have 
brand names such as K2, 
Spice, AK-47, Black 
Mamba, Bombay, Blue 
Genie, Kronic, Kush, Mr. 
Happy, Scooby Snax, Zohai 
and others. 

Synthetic cannabinoids are 
not safe, and individuals con- 
suming them may experience 
severe bleeding, Medical 
Officer for Disease Control 
and Prevention Dr. 
Burnestine Taylor said. 
These products may contain 
brodifacoum which is found 
in rat poisoning. Individuals 
who have been sickened by 
the synthetic cannabinoids 
have reported coughing up 
blood, blood in the urine, 
severe bloody nose, bleeding 
gums, heavy menstrual 
bleeding and internal bleed- 
ing. 

Other signs and symptoms 
include: 

¢ Agitation and irritability 

¢ Confusion and concen- 
tration problems 

¢ Hallucinations, delu- 
sions, psychosis, suicidal 
thoughts and violent behav- 
ior 

¢ Seizures 

* Sleepiness and dizziness 

Synthetic cannabinoids are 
unsafe, and it is hard to know 
what the products contain or 
what reactions to them will 
be. These products are illegal 
in Alabama. 

ADPH urges the public not 
to use synthetic cannabi- 
noids.

April rainfall was not bad, but neither did it help make up for 
the drastic drop in the January wet stuff. It also looks like 
May has started off a bit more arid than usual. Looking at 
the official rain gauge report from our friends at ChocPea 
Water Authority we are already behind the curve on rainfall, 
and the month is only going to get more parched over the 
next ten-days or so, according to our expert weather predict- 
ing folks. That will make it even harder to make up for the 
almost!2 inch average less rain in January 2018 than we got 
in January 2017. The gauge at the Pea River bridge in Elba 
recorded 11.36 inches of rain in January of 2017 and only 
0.92 this year. The gauge over at Newton saw a 14-inch dif- 
ference year-to-year and is still over 10 inches behind last 
year’s totals. The folks at Choctawhatchee, Pea and Yellow 
Rivers Watershed Management Authority refuse to take 
credit for the dry days, explaining they are only the messen- 
gers delivering their rain gauge reports. 


Folks we have a couple of primary elections coming up in 
less than a month and there is a lot of “undecided” voters in 
this state. Well over half (maybe three-fourths) of those who 
indicate they will be voting are still ‘undecided’ about the 
judicial races, It is embarrassing to admit, but we are in that 
group on a couple of those races also. Today we were talk- 
ing with a local citizen who describes himself as an 
“Activist Republican” and he is in the same boat and still 
trying to get creditable information about the statewide judi- 
cial candidates. Probably these are the most important 
offices onthe ballot and we strongly recommend voters get 
the necessary information to make an informed vote or .. . . 
. don’t vote in that race! A nut sitting there making judgment 
decisions that can impact our lives for years to come can be 
real dangerous. We hope there are none of those in the races, 
but it would not be a first time.

“It’s never too early or 
too late in life to start pro- 
tecting your skin from sun 
damage,” says Deborah S.

Foundation. “Parents and 
caregivers should teach 
children about sun protec- 
tion at an early age and 
help them instill lifelong 
habits. And even after a 
lifetime of sun exposure, 
older people can stop fur- 
ther damage to their skin by 
making sun protection a 
priority.”

« Seek the shade, espe- 
cially between 10 a.m. and 
4 p.m. when the sun is 
strongest. An extra rule of 
thumb is the “shadow 


rule.” If your shadow is 


shorter than you are, the 
sun’s harmful ultraviolet 
(UV) radiation is stronger; 
if your shadow is longer, 
UV. radiation is less 
intense. 

* Do not burn. A per- 
son’s risk for melanoma, 
the deadliest form of skin 
cancer, doubles if he or she 
had had five or more sun- 
burns at any point in life. 

¢ Avoid tanning and UV 
tanning booths. UV radia- 
tion from tanning machines 
is known to cause cancer in 
humans. Indoor UV tanners 
are 74 percent more likely 
to develop melanoma, one 
of the deadliest forms of 
skin cancer, than those who 
have never tanned indoors. 
Tanning bed users are also 
1.5 times more likely to 
develop basal cell carcino- 
ma and 2.5 times more 
likely to develop squamous 
cell carcinoma, two of the 
most common forms of 
skin cancer. The more time 
a person has spent tanning 
indoors, the higher the risk. 

* Cover up with cloth- 
ing, including a broad- 
brimmed hat and UV- 
blocking sunglasses. 
Clothing can be your most 
effective form of sun pro- 
tection, so make the most 
of it with densely woven 
and bright- or dark-colored 
fabrics, which. offer the 
best defense. The more 
skin you cover, the better, 
so choose long sleeves and 
long pants whenever possi- 
ble.

° Use a broad-spectrum 
(UVA/UVB) sun- 
screen with an SPF of 15 or 
higher every day. For 
extended outdoor activity, 
use a _ water-resistant, 
broad-spectrum 
(UVA/UVB) sunscreen 
with an SPF of 30 or high- 
er. 

+ Apply 1 ounce (2 
tablespoons) of sunscreen 
to your entire body 30 
minutes before going out- 
side. Reapply every two 
hours or immediately after 
swimming or excessive 
sweating. One eight-ounce 
bottle of sunscreen should 
provide two full days of 
sun protection. 

* Keep newborns out of 
the sun. Sunscreens may 
be used on babies over the 
age of six months, but they 
should also be protected by 
shade and clothing. 
Children are very sensitive 
to ultraviolet radiation — 
just one severe sunburn in 
childhood doubles — the 
chances of developing 
melanoma later in life. 


« Examine your skin 
head to toe every 
month. While self-exams 
shouldn’t replace the 
important annual skin exam 
performed by a physician, 
they offer the best chance 
of detecting the early warn- 
ing signs of skin cancer. If 
you notice any change in an 
existing mole or discover 
any new spot that doesn’t 
heal after several weeks, 
see a physician immediate- 
ly. 

¢ See your physician 
every year for a profes- 
sional skin exam. You can 
also check 
DestinationHealthySkin.or 
g to see if The Skin Cancer 
Foundation’s mobile skin 
cancer screen and educa- 
tion program is coming to 
your area.

An Elba native died 
recently in Chicago, Ill. 

James G. Coleman, 
founder of Coleman Bros. 
Barbershop in Chicago, 
died last Thursday at age 
88, according to the 
Chicago Sun Times on 
Tuesday of this week. 

Coleman, along with his 
younger brother Richard 
Coleman, opened the 
South Side barbershop 56 
years ago. 

Richard died two years 
ago. 

“My dad grew up in 
Elba, Alabama, a one stop 
sign town in a family of 8 
boys and one girl. His 
daddy was a sharecropper 
and also owned a funeral 


home and church. My 
father worked in the funer- 
al home until he migrated 
to Chicago to seek a better 
life,” Wheeler Coleman 
said. 

Coleman was part of the 
Great Migration that saw 
an estimated 6 million 
African-Americans pick up 
and leave the South in 
search of better opportuni- 
ties. 

His father got his bar- 
ber’s license in 1952 and 
opened up the barbershop 
10 years later with his 
younger brother, Richard. 

“People from all walks 
of life have been in that 
barbershop,” said Wheeler 
Coleman, James 
Coleman’s son.

Louis Farrakhan, Jesse 
Jackson, all kinds of politi- 
cians, lawyers and doctors 
as well as the common 
man,” he said. 

“Both of them were cut- 
ting hair in the same shop 
together for over 50 years,” 
Wheeler noted. 

Along the way, James 
Coleman and his late wife, 
Marie Gray, had six chil- 
dren: Carl Coleman, 
Paulette Coleman, 
Deborah Coleman-Givens, 
Barbara Coleman, Wheeler 
Coleman and Cynthia 
Mitchell. 

The Coleman brothers 
survived the riots of the 
60s by “paying protec- 
tion” money so their shop 
wouldn’t be burned down 
or broken into. 

They also survived the 
transition of the entire 
neighborhood. 

Even though the conver- 
sations about sports could 
get heated, Coleman 
always insisted “respect 


for the ladies” in the shop 
and cursing wasn’t 
allowed, friend Richard 
Steele said. 

“People in the neighbor- 
hood looked at Mr. 
Coleman as the ultimate 
“father figure.’ A lot of the 
young men who got their 
first haircut from Coleman 
went on to become college 
and professional athletes,” 
Steele said. 

“In the black communi- 
ty, African-American men 
get a lot of advice from 
barbers. My father was 
more than a guy that would 
cut your hair every week. 
He was a trusted adviser,” 
Wheeler noted. 

Despite his advanced 
age, James Coleman 
remained active until the 
end. He died on Thursday. 

“Two days before 
(James] passed away, he 
was still cutting hair,” 
Steele said. 

“One of his customers 
came in the barbershop and 
said: ‘Because of your dad, 
I was able to clean up my 
life out on the streets. That 
is why I have a steady job,’ 
” Wheeler said the cus- 
tomer told him. 

“He is what I would call 
a master barber. That was 
his life. He was still driv- 
ing. Still giving a straight 
razor line,” he said with a 
chuckle. “He has been the 
pillar in this community. 
No question about that. 
That barbershop was his 
life.”
